A ‘few lines to you and all 
my acquaintances in Crossfield and 
surrounding country.

Take Levi Jamieson and Jim- 
mie George, the two best Indian run- 
ners of tne year, for instance, 

Jimmie George won the Hamilton 
Herald race in 1909 and 1910 and the 
Ward Marathon in 1910, Lut in every 
instance his time was four or five 
minutes outside of Longbout’s best 
time over the same course. That 
means that had Longboat been in 
either event he would have led George 
home by -- a half a mile te mile. 

Levi Jamieson sprang into fume 
when he :,on the Foster Marathon at 
Toronw.

The Indian had bad 
feet, and those behind him knew no 
more about attending to his feet than 
a baby hippopotamus does abont the 
nebular hypothesis.

Acoose at sixteen miles, tore off the 
finest and longest sustained sprint I 
ever say in a long distance race. Hi 
sprinted for eight laps and gained 
three-quarters of a lap on such men 
as Ljungstrom, the Swede, and Mea- 
dows, the Canuck.

Deviled Kidneys. 

Procure some lambs’ kidneys, remove 
the skin and vein or cord and then 
gash with a sharp knife, rub the kid- 
neys with a prepared seasoning, them 
brush with bacon fat and broil, or they 
may be fried with bacon over a very 
hot fire if a broiling fire is not to be 
had. Now prepare a sauce from two- 
thirds of a cupful of scaided milk 
thickened with butter and flour rubbed 
to a paste, using a tablespoonful of 
each; when thickened and smoofh re- 
move to the back of the range and stir 
in. an egg yolk, a little salt and pa- 
prika, one-balf tablespoonful of finely 
minced parsley and one teaspoonful of 
lemon juice. If the kidaeys are fried 
with bacon fat? the gravy left in the 
pan may be added to the sauce if de- 
sired. Place each kidney on a round 


of buttered toast. dot with butter and. 


pour the sauce around each slice of 
toast, placing one spoonful on top of 
each, and serve ut once.

Oyster Recipes. 

A girl who cooks oysters a dozen 
ways in her chafing dish often pre- 
pares them quickly by heating a pint 
of them with a couple of tablespodn- 
fuls of butter until the edges curl and 
then seasoning them with salt, paprika 
and a teaspoonful of lemon juice and 
stirring in the well beaten yolks of 
two eggs. 

To pan oysters deliciously plump a 
pint of them first in a couple of tabje- 
spoonfuls of butter and then turn ip 
half a cupful of rich cream and a ta- 
blespoonful of sherry with salt and 
paprika. 


Pompadour Pudding. 

Mix two tablespoonfuls cornstarch ip 
a little cold milk and add yolks of three 
eggs, three-quarters cup of sugar and a 
little salt. Pour this into one quart of 
nearly boiling milk and cook in a double 
boiler until it thickens, Flavor with 
vanilla and beat well, then pour into a 
pudding dish. While warm cover with 
the following frosting: Beat whites of 
the three eggs stiff, add a half cup 
sugar, three tablespoons of cocoa or 
grated chocolate melted over hot 
water. Put into oven to stiffen. Serve 
very cold.

A LIMIT TO. PARTYISM seers STATIONS IN ALBERTA 


SHOULD BE NO POLITICS IN IM- 
PERIAL DEFENCE QUESTION 


Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper Expresses 
Strong Opinions on Question of 
Navy and Imperial Defence—Be- 
lieves that Both Political Parties 
Should Unite to Abolish Political 
Patronage. 


Halifax, N. 8.—The doctrine that 

there should be no party when Can- 
adian public men and people come to 
consider questions of national and 
imperial defence was preached before 
a sympathetic and enthusiastic com- 
pany by Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
at a Canadian Club luncheon in his 
honor. 
_ Sir Hibbert, in support of his opin- 
ion that there should be no party in 
such matters as defence and our posi- 
tion in the Empire, showed that our 
great national movements in the past 
had been guided by opposing leaders, 
who had come together in days of 
crisis and practical coalition had been 
effected to serve the country’s needs. 
Sir Hibbert touched on the fact that 
the lure of gold in business life made 
it more difficult in the days of Laurier 
and Borden to obtain able men ready 
to serve their country than it was for 
Brown and Macdonald or Howe to en- 
list the greatest men in the country’s 
service. 

He also urged that both political 
parties should unite utterly to abolish 
political patronage, the curse, he said, 
of all governments. 

Sir ibbert thought there was a 
great misconception in regard to the 
present agitation in Quebec. If Que- 
bee seemed to vote against militarism 
and a navy, in imperial interests it 
should be remembered that there are 
men in Ontario and on the plains 
who do not wish to contribute one 
cent to national or imperial defence. 
These men must be educated. Be- 
cause of this we find Laurier dealing 
in language that might well puzzle a 
habitant, though he is proceeding on 
the right line. He is callng for funds 
for our militia and navy, which will 
soon amount to $10,000,000 a year, 
and yet he uses such expressions as, 
“We must avoid the maelstrom of 
militarism as it is in England.” 

With conditions like this, what an 
opportunity there is for an oppositon 
leader take advantage of it! 
Though he did not class Mr, Borden 
among political leaders who would 
stoop to this. The men, he thought, 
were living in a ‘fool’s paradise, who 
said, ‘“We in Canada need do nothing 
for imperial defence.” 

There should be unity of parties, 
first, to. make: Canadians. absolutely 
loyal to a policy of sharing in the de- 
fence of the Empire and then to se- 
cure the abolition of the system of 
political patronage, the curse of every 
government, whether Liberal or Con- 
servative. We should share the tit- 
anic burden which rests on the 
fatherland. Let us drive to the four 
winds the Bourassas and Monks who 
would destroy and render of no ‘ef- 
fect the dreams of Howe and the men 
who strove to build and ennoble an 
Empire in which Canada should have 
an honorable part. 


WOULD SAVE WORLD BILLIONS 


Under Present Svstem it Costs the 
World $2,250,000,000 Annually

Edmonton.—By the time navigation 
opens on the northern rivers in the 
spring, the steamers that ply the 
Athabasca river and Lesser Slave 
lake, for the Northern Transportation 
Company, will be equipped with that 
modern invention, the wireless tele- 
graph, and it is also possible that 
there will be a string of wireless sta- 
tions through the north that will be 
in touch with some of the more nor- 
thern wireless stations on the Pacific 
coast. 

This armuncement was made by 
Jas. K. Cornwall, president of the 
Northern Transportation Company, 
through whose efforts the wireless 
stations are being established.

Our last lesson in regular Old Testa- 
ment studies was in December, 1908, 
and in connection with the dedication 
of the temple, and we asked special 
attention to the fact that the desire of 
the Lord was that through Israel and 
| the temple all the people of the earth 
might know the Lord as the only God 
and put their trust in Him (1 Kings 
viii, 43-60). It is the eternal purpose 
of God that all nations shall yet know 
Him through Israel and worship Him 
(Jer. iii, 17), and this was foreshad- 
owed in the days of Solomon, when 
not only the queen of Sheba, but all 
the earth, sought to hear the wisdom 
of God through Solomon and brought 
Him gifts (1 Kings x, 1, 10, 24, 2). 
There was another foreshadowing 
when the wise men from the East 
brought their treasures to Jesus as 
an infant and worshipped Him as the 
King of the Jews (Matt. ii, 1, 2, 17). 

Perhaps the deceitfulness and des- 
perate wickednegs of the heart were 
never more manifest than in Solomon, 
of whom it is written: ‘‘There was no 
king like him who was beloved of his 
E * * * Nevertheless even him 


did outlandish women cause to sin’ 
(Neh. xiii, 26). His wives turned 
away his heart after their gods, and 
therefore all the kingdom was taken 
from him except the tribes of Judah 
and Benjamin (1 Kings xi, 9-13), for 
Jerusalem’s sake, the city which He 
hath chosen, and for the 
David, His chosen servant. 


Canon Fausset thinks that the Song 
of Solomon represents his first love to 
Jehovah in youth, Proverbs his ma- 
tured experience in middle age and 
Ecclesiastics the sad retrospect of old 
age, the latter giving probable evi- 
dence of his repentance. As to his son 
and successor, it may be that Solomon 
had him in mind when he wrote, 
“Who knoweth whether the man that 
shall be after me shall be a wise man 
or a fool?

“Return every man to his house, for 
this thing is from me” (verses 2) 24).

Had the king listened to the 
counsel of the old men who stood be- 
fore Solomon, his father, while he yet 
lived (verses 6, 7) the kingdom might 
have remaned united, but it was not 
so to be.

Rehoboam therefore strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem and reigned sev- 
enteen years in the city’ which the ; 
Lord had chosen. The priests and 
Levites in all Israel, being cast off by 
Jeroboam, resorted to him, as did also 
some out of all the tribes of Israel 
who set their hearts to seek the Lord 
God of Israel and therefore came to 
Jerusalem to sacrifice unto the Lord 
God of their fathers (II Chron, xi, 
13-16; xii, 14-14). Yet Rehoboam did 
evil and prepared not his heart to 
seek the Lord. When we remember 
that those who sit on the throne of 
the Lord as_ his 
Chron. xxix, 23) it makes their dis- 
obedience and misrepresentation of 
Him seem all the worse. 

But what shall be said of us who 
are redeemed with the precious blood 
of Jesus Christ and who are. here to 
represent Him and make His life 
manifest in these mortal bodies if we, 
instead of being separate and given 
wholly up to Him and filled with His 
spirit, become conformed to this evil 
age and walk in fellowship with it? 
As to the Lord working out His pur- 
poses in snite of people, good or bad, 
see how He. defeated the counsel of 
Ahithophel by the counsel of Hushai, 
the friend of David (II Sam. xvii, 14). 

We are on our way to a kingdom of 
peace and righteousness on this earth, 
when the Son of David shall sit on 
the throne of His father at Jerusalem 
and reign not only as King of Israel, 
hut as King of kings and Lord of 
lords.

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HE skin is one of the most im- | 
portant organs of the body. | 
This may seem an extraor 


dinury statement to some who 
look upon the skin merely us a pro 
tective covering for muscle, bone and 
other underlying structures, 

It is a fact, however, 
is a vital organ and that paralysis of 
its functions, would result in death. 

One of the most important functions 
of the skin is to regulate the body 
heat. This it does largely through the 
evaporation of water brought to the 
surface by the sweat glands. It has 
been estimated that there are about 
2,000,000 of these glands in the skin 
of the average individual and thut 
they daily pour out from one to three 
pints of water containing salts and 
waste products. 

In very warm weather this loss is 
quite apparent, but in ordinary weath 
er we are not conscious of it, and it 
is termed insensible perspiration. 

When the air contains a great deal 
of moisture and the weather man re 
ports excessive humidity, the evapora 
tion of moisture from the skin is re- 
tarded and great discomfort results. 
The reverse condition obtains, of 
course, when the air is dry. 

Understanding the functions of the 
skin, we can readily comprehend whut 
grave injury to other ergans may re- 
sult if these functions are suspended. 

When the weather becomes suddenly 
cold the blood vessels of the skin con- 
tract, and a greater burden is thrown 
upon the kidneys, which at once be- 
come mofe active, ff they are able to 
respond. When the skin is: not in a 

. healthy condition tts heat regulating’ 
and waste excreting functions are 
chronically disturbed, with the result 
that offer organs must bear the bur- 
den.

For the more delicate a daily tepid 
bath, with light sponging or spraying 
of neck and chest with cool.water, will 
assist in maintaining a proper tone to 
the circulation of the skin:and fortify 
against colds, bronchitis, pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 


Importance of Cleansing Scalp. 

A great deal of time and money are 
wasted in trying to make hair grow in 
poor soll. It is a curious but illumi- 
nating fact that it it is quite as difti- 
cult to destroy superfluous hair as it 
is to induce hair to grow where it is 
desired. These facts are readily ac- 
counted for when we consider that the 
papillae,-upono which the growth of 
bair depends, are located deeply in the 
layers of the true skin, where neither 
hair tonics nor hair destroyers can 
reach them. 

it is true of the scalp as of all other 
parts of the body that it is easier to 
prevent disease than to cure it. Pre- 
vention of dandruff, which is the usual 
cause of baldness, is not ordinarily a 
difficult matter. Sometimes this con- 
dition as well as falling of the hair is 
due to a debilitated nervous system. 
which most first be treated before lo- 
cal measures are of mueb avail. The 
average individual, however, cab pre- 
vent dandruff and resultant baldness 
by keeping the scalp clean. 

The scalp is prone to collect dirt, 
dust and germs. Dandruff is thought 
by some to be due to a germ, but this 
is all the greater reason for frequeatiz 
cleansing the scalp. 

Shampooing and Scalp Massage. 

A mistaken idea exists that the bair 
is injured by frequent washing. As a 
rule, both scalp and bair are. benefited 
thereby provided they are carefully 
dried. Neglect to dry the. bair leads

condition, and then twice a month will 
usually suffice. 

The hair should be briskly brushed 
twice a day. This will cleanse it and 
promote a healthy circulation. The 
scalp should also be kneaded and mas+ 
saged with’ the finger tips, slightly 
pinched and pulled away from the uns 
derlying skull... This is especially nec! 
essary where the hair lacks vigor and 
the scalp is tightly bound to the skull, | 
It is a question whether electric mas-} 
sage, vibration massage, etc., have any 
advantages over ordinary methods... Vi- 
bration massage in particular should 
be used with caution. 

In some cases dandruff is so exces- 
sive as to constitute an active disease, 
accompanied by.inflammation. 1 such} 
eases medics! attention is necessary, | 
and experiments should not be made. 

The scalp, like other portions of the 
body, can be kept in a healthy condi- 
tion by proper attention to bathing, 
dleep. exercise, diet, etc., and all these} 
things should be tried in preference | 
to soaking one’s head with ‘high priced, 
highly perfumed stuff out of fancy bot- 
tles. 

Anything that improves the nutrition 
of the scalp tends to prevent gray hair. 
Many theories have been advanced as 
to the cause of .gray-bair, but no cure 
bas yet been discovered. Black hair 
dyes may contain lead and cause se 
rious poisoning. Great caution should 
be etercised in using dyes. 


Care of the Complexion. 

Care of the complexion should com- 
mence in childhood. This does not 
mean that we should rub the baby’s 
face with expensive toilet prepara- 
tions, but that all measures which pro- |

At the advanced age of 85 Sir Wil- 
liam Agnew, Bart., the distinguished 
art dealer and collector, has passed 
away at his London residence. The 
late baronet, whose benefactions were 
on a princely scale, took a prominent 
place alike in the political, artistic, 
and literary life of his time, and re- 
tired only a few years ago from the 
direction of the famous picture-deal- 
ing firm of Thomas Agnew & Sons, 
and the chairmanship of Messrs. 
Bradbury, Agnew & Oo., proprietors 
of “Punch.”’ Born at Manchestér, he 
was the son of Mr. Thomas Agnew, 
who was mayor of Salford in the 
year of the Great Exhibition, 1861. 
Quite early in life young Agnew took 
a keen interest in politics, but it was 
not until comparatively late in life 
that he stood for Parliament. In 
1880 he was elected for South-east 
Lancashire, and five ‘years later he 
undertook to lead what was thought 
to be a forlorn hope in the Stretford 
Division, with the result ’that he 
headed the poll. At the Home Rule 
split he followed Mr. Gladstone, and 
lost his seat in consequence. An in- 
timate friendship existed betweer 
Sir William and his chief, and the 
famous art dealer engineered an in- 
nocent conspiracy to ‘smuggle oe 
presentation portrait into the G.O. 
M.’s house on the occasion of his 
golden wedding. He also played a 
prominent part in the foundation o! 
the National Liberal Club. But it

was in the world of art that he .was 
best known to the end of his days. 
Sir William helped to make a success 
of the art collections at many exhi- 
bitions, notably the 1887 Manchester 
Exhibition, that at Melbourne in 
1888, and that in Paris in 1900. By 
his exertions fifty pictures by de- 
ceased masters of the English School 
were sent to France on that occasion, 
and he himself lent several valuable 
works by Burne-Jones, an act of 
international courtesy which at a 
time of tension between the two na- 
tions was most valuable. One of the 
most sensational episodes in the 
world of art with which he was asso- 
ciated was the case of Gainsborough’s 
“Duchess of Devonshire.’”’ On May 6, 
1876, he purchased the pictnre for 
£10,100, and 18 days later it disap- 
peared, having been_cut of its frame 
in the Agnew Gallefy. Sir William 
offered a reward of £1,000 for its re- 
covery, and there was an extraordin- 
ary crop of rumors regarding the 
cause of its disappearance, Twenty- 
five years tater, in April, 1901, it was 
recovered, at-great expense, in Am- 
erica, the personality of the thief re- 
maining a mystery. In 1893 he pre- 
sented*to the National Gallery ‘‘The 
H of Refuge,”. by Fred. Walker, 
A.R.A., whose genius he was one of 
the first to recognize, buying a pic- 
ture from him in 1864 with compli- 
ments that quite overcame the artist. 
Sir William's phiienEsory was car- 
ried out on a princely scale. For 
many years he maintained at his own 
expense a school for 100-pour children 
at Pendleton, Manchester, and he 
was on the board of several charitable 
institutions. 

By his ready wit and financial help 
he did much to maintain public ¢on- 
fidence in ‘ie’s gteat Manchester Ship 
Canal scheme. ° orsir William married 
in 1851 the ‘eldest daughter of Mr, 
E. P. Kenworthy, of Manchester. He 
leaves a family of two’daughters and 
four sons. He was created a baronet 
in 1895, and is sueceeded in the title 
by Mr. George William Agnew, Lib- 
eral member for West SaMord..
